HoxoKONd, Oct. 17.— The P. ,t. O. 
steamer Bokhara, from Shanghai, October 
8th, for this port, is a total wreck on Lard 
island, between Formosa and the mainland. 
Only 23 persons were saved. The loss in- 
cludes the commander and the greater part 
of the officers and crew ; tho number of 
passengers is not known. .She carried 
mails and these are lost. Her experience 
was terrible.

Storms in Ureal Britain, 

LONDON, Oct. 17. — A severe storm sot in 
over Northern England, Scotland and 
Wales, on Thursday night, and raged very 
severely. The wires were broken down in 
every direction. Tidings of the disaster, 
shipwreck and loss of life are beginning to 
come in. The rivers in nil this territory 
are out of their banks, doing great damage 
to unharvcsled crops, and flooding the low; 
lyiug towns. In places the country is inun- 
dated for miles Ono hundred sheep ami 
cattle were in danger of being drowned in 
the river IKrwcnt. At Dunbar a railroad 
bridge was swept away ami a freight train 
on the bridge at tho time went down also. 
The train bunds fortunately escaped. A 
French lugger went ashore off Guernsey, all 
on board being drowned.

Tho affair will 
cause serious trouble for tho vessel, nnd 
may result in her confiscation by tho Gov-

THE ROYAL COMMISSION 



Will Enquire Into the Cause of tlio 
Iiitrodiictioii of Smallpox into 
British Columbia. 



Inrestig-ation Also to bo Jfatlo as to 
tlio Means Employed to Check 
its Spread. 



Tho Royal Commission appointed by tho 
Lieut.-Uovernor-in-Coiinoil to investigate 
tho cause of the Introduction into Ijritiah 
Columbia of smallpox, and to report upon 
what steps were taken to prevent it3 spread 
and also as to what further steps ure neces- 
sary to bo taken in order to prevent a ro- 
curronoo of tho outbrouk, held iti first 
meeting in tho Divisional Court rooms, yes- 
terday morning. 

Both tho Commissioners, Sir Matthew 
lUillio Bcgbie, Chief Justice, and Dr. A. 13. 
I'rueger, of N».!iu,imo, wero present. Mr. 
C. F. Moore is secretary of the Commission, 
and Mr. A. S. Potts, stenographer. 

The first business done was the reading of 
tho commission, which set forth tho follow- 
ing : 

Whereas, it is prOTidei by soctlon 2 of tho 
"Health Act" that: "In shall bo lawful for the 
IJeutonnut-Uovunior-in Council, by any order 
duly mudo and passed, from time to time, and 
at any time, to make eut, dutlno and vary cer- 
tain portionsoft.hu Province to bo Ho dm Dis- 
tricts, and to make and niter such rules, regu- 
lations und by-laws as such Lioutonunt-Uovor- 
nor-In-Counoll may deem expedient, in roapoct 
to tho following mutters, that is to say : 

'"(a) The establishment, management and 
mnlutonanco of Local Bomds of Health, their 
fanctioin anil powers. 

"(b) Tlio duties and jurisdiction of the Local 
Bjaidsof Health, la all matters whatsoever in 
anfwiso relating to drains, sowers, privies, 
pigsties, slaughter-houses, unwholesome food, 
diseased cattio, noxious or offanalyo trades or 
business, epidemic, endemic or contagious 
diseases or disorders, and for tlio summary 
abatement of any nuisance or injury to public 
health likely to arise therefrom. 

"(c) Tho regulation of the inspection of dwel- 
ling hou=cs, curtilages, hospitals, gaols, and 
other places, and generally to rojulato all such 
other inattera and things whatsoever, in rela- 
tion to or in connection with sanitary matters, 
which tho said LtoutGnant-Governor-in-Coun- 
oil shall from time to time deem expedient to 
ordain. 

"(d) Any tines or penalties for tho enforco- 
mentof the provisions of such by-law. not ex- 
ceeding in amount tlio lines and penalties 
hereinafter provided In caso of tho ovAsion of 
any of tho provilsons of this net. Provided, al- 
ways, that the Lieutenant-Governor may make 
such ardors, rules, regulations, and by-laws to 
apply to certain parts of the province only." 

And whereas by reason of a soiious out- 
break of. smallpox in ibis province our said 
Lieutenant Govornor-in-Counoll was pleased 
to net thereunder and, by throe several Orders- 
tn-GonnoU in that behalf, dated respectively 
July II, August Sand August 22, 1892, to make 
certain rules and regulations ; 

And whereas us is shown by an Order-in- 
Council of our said Lieutenant-Governor, 
dated AuKust 21, 1S92, it has been prima facie 
established that the said recent epidemic of 
smallpox was introduced into this province 
from Asiatic, ports by the ships of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway Steamship Company, and that 
the responsibility for its introduction lies with 
tho Authorities t o whom is entrusted tho pro- 
mulgation and enforcement of quarantine reg- 
ulations, and upon Ibis point information is 
desired by our said Lieutenunt-Goveruor-in- 
Council. 

And whereas information Is also desired by 
our Eald Lieut ouant-Govornor-In-Council re- 
spocting the spraad and dissemination of the 
disease in the province and respecting its treat- 
ment by tho various Health Hoards, municipal 
authorities, or otherwise in tho province and 
respecting all detuils of means taken for its pre- 
vention and euro, And also respecting prevent- 
ive measures which may be shown advisablo. 

Now know ye, that reposing especial trust in 
your loyalty. Integrity and ability, wo do here- 
by confer upon you the s.ild Sir Matthew Bail- 
He Bobbie and Unit] Arnold Prneger jolntll and 
each of you separately the power of miking 
innjulry Into all and every o* the matters afore- 
said, to wit :— 

(a) The channel and means through which 
the said epidemic of smallpox was introduced 
into this province ; 

(b) Its spread ami dissemination in tho said 
province I . 

(c) Ita treatment by Health Hoards, provin- 
cial or municipal authorities whatsoever ; 

(d) Any preventive measures against small- 
pox or other contagious or infectious diso.ise 
which tho evidence brought before tho commis- 
sion may point to as advisablo to be adopted : 

(e) Any other circumstances or matters in 
connection with tho epidemic which maybe 
brought before you. and whiab you may con- 
sider it convenient to enter into ; 

Together with the power of summoning be- 
fore you or either of you any party or wit- 
nesses, and of t ci] airing thoni to give evidence 
on oath orally or in writing or on solemn 
affirmation (if they bo parlies entitled to 
afllrm in civil matters), and to produce such 
documents and things as you or either of you 
may deem requisite to the full investigation o.' 
tho matters aforesaid, and wo empower and 
direct yon tho said Commissioners oreithorof 
you to report the facts found by you in writing 
to our Lieutenant-Governor of our said Pro- 
vince of Hrilish Columbia immediately or as 
aoon conveniently as maybe after you shall 
liavo concluded such enquiry, together with 
the views which you or either of you may 
have formed in relation to Uio matters afore- 
said .-is n result of the said enquiry, and that 
you do and perform all these matters and 
things in and about tho taking of tho said en- 
quiry, us by law in thnt behalf you aro author- 
ized to do. 

Hon. Theodore Davie, Attorney-General, 
and Mr. A. G. Smith, Deputy Attorney- 
General, appeared on behalf of the Crown, 
Mr, Davie stating thut Mr. Smith was to 
represent the interests of tho Crown in sup- 
port of the atlirmativo of tlio propositions 
laid down. 

Sir Matthew said that the Commission 
would be glad to huvo all the evidence that 
waB to be produced, and would take 
care to examine witnesses on botli sides 
of tho propositions. It seemed to him 
quite proper that tho Commission 
should enquire as to how the disease of 
smallpox had been Introduced into the pro- 
vince. That was a matter which would in- 
terest everyone. It was also proper to as- 
certain what bliotild be the best means to 
prevent a recurrence of tho outbreak and 
likewise to prevent its re-introduction, but 
tli e fact must bo borne in mind that the 
question of jurisdiction might aiise, and the 
question' might be asked "Has tho Pro- 
vincial Government power, suppoao tho 
Commission makes suggestions, to carry 
them out 1" Uo was not sure 
of this at present, but in any 
evont the Commission would make 
tho inquiry desired and ascertain to 
tlio best of ita ability the information re- 
quired by tho Lieut. -tiovernor. Tlio other 
branch of the enquiry was one which would 
be of great interest, as well from a social aa 
from a scientific point of view. It would be 
interesting indeed to enquire into and deter- 
mine what means were best adapted to prevent 
the spread of tho disease once it was intro- 
duced, sucli as, for instance, vaccination, 
isolation und cleanliness; or the oppositea, 
non-vaccination, treatment in private houses 
and neglect of cleanliness. He had himself 
hoard the view expressed on tho streets 
that vuceinatiori was an evil rather thun 
a blessing, and this, amongst other 
matters, it would bo tlio duty of 
the commission to enquire Inlo. He and his 
brother commissioner would be glad to huvo 
all tho witnesses available, on all the mat- 
ters to lio enquired into, und ho hoped the 
witnesses pro und con would bo present so 
as to hear what each other bad to say. 

After sonic further discussion, Mr. Smith, 
for tho Crown, put in copies of two reports, 
one being from Joseph Huntley, Health In- 
spector at Vancouver, to the Provincial 
Health Olliccr, and tho other from Dr. 
Wudo, temporary Health Officer at Vic- 
toria. to the Attornoy-Geoerul, 

Mr. Smith stiid that bo would call hot li 
these gentlemen us witnesses, and would 



have sufficient ovidenco to keep the Com- 
mission going one day at least, in order to 
give plenty of timo to huvo other wit- 
nesses called. 

Tho Commission adjourned at 12 o'clock 
until 11 o'clock this morning. 

Tlic Pope Diownlng I'ase. 

Cnpt. Gaudin has concluded hia investi- 
gation into the circumstances attending the 
Pope uoeideut, and will, in the course of a 
few days, forward his report to Ottawa. 
George Cowio, a Eraser river fisherman, 
who was a passenger on the B. P. Rithet at 
tho time of the accident, on liolh May last, 
was seen by Capt. Gaudin at Vancouver on 
Friday, und testified that tho steamer was 
nearly stopped when the small boat contain- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. Pope, child, and Mr. 
Deacon, drew near. Witness was one of 
thoso who took to tho ship's boat and 
helped to rescue Mr. Popo. Tho boat was 
lowered us quickly as possible— it did not 
tako longer than 10 minutes— and every- 
thing that could bo was done to savo tho 
Popo party. Had tho small boat ceased 
[lulling when signalled so to do, the acci- 
dent might huvo been averted. 

THE SEAL ROOKERIES. 



A Shore Patrol Will Assist in Pre- 
venting Raids— Tliia 
Year's Catch. 



Effects of the Protective Legislation 
—A Close Season by Inter- 
national Agreement. 



Srattlk, Oct, 17. — Advices just received 
from Bearing Sea ure that tho stormy 
weather having rendered cruising an ex- 
ceeding hardship and sealing almost an im- 
possibility, tlio U. S. cruisers Ranger und 
Bush were ordered to sail for San Francisco 
on tho 1st October. This leaves tho Adams 
and Bear still in Bearing Sea, and they will 
remain to guard the rookeries on St. Paul 
and St. George islands until the seals have 
all gone South, which will probably not be 
before December 1. Several rumors hav- 
ing reached tho authorities that certain 
parties intended to make u raid this year, 
extraordinary precautions have been taken 
to prevent a repetition of last year's work 
by mautaudcrs. The Bear's complement of 
men has been increased by tliu addition of 
every man that could bo spared from tho 
Rush, and the Adams has almost five times 
us many men on board as were left to guard 
the islands last year. A largo quantity of 
magazine guns and ammunition has been put 
on shore at the islands, and tho rookeries 
will be guarded from shore day und night by 
an armed patrol under u commissioned olli- 
cer of the Government. Last year's exper- 
ience taught that the entiro coast could not 
be guarded by a vessel, us a small sailing 
vessel may run in under cover of darkness 
and kill seals without being detected by the 
cruiser. With a patrol on shore it will be 
impossible for a landing to be made unseen. 
By u system of signals with rockets tho pa- 
trol ntuny part of the islands can signal the 
central station when any vessel is seen. 

The annual c.vtch, mudo under govern- 
ment supervision, in tho two islands was 
3:2,000 skins, shipped to San Francisco on 
the bark Majestic. 

It ia now believed that the Oscar and 
Hattio, which was seized by tho Mohican 
while lying at anchor in an unfrequented 
harbor of Attu Island, the most westerly 
one of the Aleutian group, never intended 
to como into tlio American side of Beliring 
Sea, but had been chased by a Russian 
cruiser and run into the harbor to escupe 
from Ilia pursuer, and it was simply a piece 
of bad luck that brought the Mohican along 
just in time to seize her for being within tho 
waters of Behring Sea with sealing equip, 
menta on board. However, ua the schooner 
will be tried beforo the British Columbia 
courts, and there ia no very strong evidence 
to convict her ot even the intention to vio- 
late the modus vivendi, it ia not probable 
that her punishment will bo very severe. 

As to the condition of the rookeries after 
tho period of restricted killing in Behring 
Sea, from sources undoubtedly authentic 
und unprejudiced the information comes 
that the number of seals taken this year has 
been no more than lust year, but there has 
certainly not been the marked diminution 
ua has been noticed during previous years, 
[t was not to bo expected that tho seals 
would continue to decrease as perceptibly 
since the Government has entirely stoppeil 
tho slaughter of the animals on shore, and 
in spite of tlio fact that there is a goodly 
crop of young two-year-olds coining along, 
the bare appearance of the breeding grounds 
and the comparatively small quantities of 
cows in each herd, ia still u subject of grave 
anxiety. The stopping of killing sea's en- 
tirely on the islands by enhancing the value 
of tho skins tends directly to make the kill- 
ing of seals at sen more remunerative, and 
lienco engages tho attention of a greater 
number oi men. From u humanitarian 
point of view, it is not right or juat to the 
natives of these islands, who are really the 
wards of tho nation, to deprive them of 
their only means of support. When seals 

are killed the natives do all of the work anil 
ure paid for it, und in no oilier way ia it 
possible for them to earn a dollar. It must 
be clear that either these people must be 
employed or that the Government must pro- 
vide them with the means of living. 

The tremendous growth of the sealing 
fleet from five or six in number to over P25 
vessels in tho course of six years is tho 
most alarming feature of the whole business, 
and many people think thut tlio increase in 
the number of vessels put in commission as 
sealers would not havo been nearly so great 
hud not the Government stopped the killing 
of seals entirely on tlio islands. From the 
atuto of tho rookeries, to-day, it ia believed 
by those whoso business it ia to know, that 
it would do no barm to tako nt least 20,000 
Bkina and perhaps even 25.000 skins in 1893. 
Furthermore, Bnould this number be al- 
lowed, it would probably deter any other 
vessels from becoming sealers, us it cer- 
tainly will not pay any ono paity to venture 
his capital where the competition is so grout 
and the chances of failure so many. 

The work of gathering data regarding tho 
migratory habits of the seals bus been most 
exhaustively performed by tho steamers 
Rush, Albatross and Corwin ainco last 
April, and a mass ol valuable evidenco has 
been gathered us to the evils of pelagic seal- 
ing, which will be of great assistance to tho 
American commission when tho case cornea 
to trial beforo the board of arbitrators, 
The reports of the work of thcBO vessels is 
not yet publicly known, but enough Iihb 
| been learned to make it fait to believe that 
when the evidence gathered by experts in 
these vessels is laid before the board, thero 

will be no difficulty in obtaining an interna- 
tional agreement lor u closed season not only 
in Behring sea, but also ill the North Paci- 
fic ocean. For thnro can bo no doubt now 
but thnt the ruthless destruction of the 
gravid female seals along the coast of Ore- 
gon, Washington and Vancouver Island is 
what has caused the frightful diminution— 
almost tlio extinction— of seal life in north 
] ern rookeries,

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THE BISHOP'S SERMON. 

An Earnest Exhortation to the Con- 
gregation of Christ Church Cathe- 
dral on Sunday Morning. 



Reference to the Ordination Services 
and to the Selection of 
the Next Bishop. 



The Bishop of Columbia, on Sunday 
morning, having Riven notice of an Ordin- 
ation to lio held to day, at 11 o'clock, took 
for lu3 subject the Christian Ministry, 
preaching from I Cor., iv, I, 

'• Lot a man sj account, of us as minis tors of 
Christ, and stewards of iho mysteries of God." 

Ho commenced by referring to the occa- 
sion under which the Apostle St. Paul 
wrote. The Corinthian Christiana are re- 
proved for their excessive party religious 
feeling. They had their favorito teachers 
and called themselves by party names. 
Saya the Apostle : "livery ono of you 
saith I am of Paul, and I ot Apollos and 1 
of Cephas and 1 of Christ, is Christ 
divided?" He condemns this party follow- 
ing ns dungerousto the unity of the Church : 
"1 beseech you by tho name of Jesus 
Christ that ye all speak the same thing, 
and that there bo no divisions among you." 
The passage chosen is then explained "Let 
a man so account of us," not as originators of 
truth, nor source of spiritual tjifts, nor 
leuders to form societies but, "as ministers", 
i. e. servants of one master, Christ; bound 
to teach "all things whatsoever" He "com- 
manded." And "as stewards," not owners, 
dispensing what had been received, what 
had been entrusted, honestly, without 
mutilation, "the mysteries," the doctrine 
which could not bo known except by ex- 
press revelation, unfolded by Christ and 
His inspired apostles, summed up in the 
creeds of the Holy Catholic church, dis- 
pensing also the Word of God and the 
sacraments through which the Holy Ghost, 
the Giver of Life, is pleased to work in the 
spiritual nature of man, channels and 
means of graco to faithful hearts. While 
the apostle in these words counteracts the 
tendency so early shown of looking chiefly 
to temporary and personal importance, he 
declares the far higher but spiritual olllce 
of tho ministry.' Then was traced the 
formation of the Christian ministry. A 
ministry there had always been, in the 
tir3tboru of Patriarchal times, in theMosiuc 
priesthood for 1,500 years. Our Saviour 
called and sent forth the It! apojtles and 
the 70 to preach the gospel and to work 
wonders in His name through simple means 
upon the souls and bodies of men. And 
when He gave His formal commission to the 
apostles Ho said "All power is given unto 
Me in heaven and in earth, go ye and make 
disciples of all nations, baptising them in 
tho name of the Father, of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost;" "As My Father hath sent 
Me so I stud you, whatsoever ye shall bind 
on earth shall bo bound in Heaveny 
" Whosesover sins yo shall remit, thee 
shall be remitted unto them ; and whoV 
sin ye shall retain they shall be retained," 
implying that all ministerial acts done ac- 
cording to His will on earth would be con- 
firmed in Heaven ; and whatever authority 
He gave His apostles He did not give to 
them personally to end with their lives, 
for he indicated the permanency of the 
commission to them and lawful successors by 
tho words " Lo, I am with you always, 
even unto the end of the world." 

Immediately after tho ascension the 
apostles proceeded to organize and complete 
tho Christian ministry by ordaining Mat- 
thins in the place of the Apostle Judas, by 
ordaining presbyters in every city, and by 
instituting the order of deacons. There 
were special and temporary ministers, but 
these were the general and permanent form 
— Apostles, Presbyters, and Deacons in the 
first age, and in the next generation the 
same everywhere designated Bishops, 
Priests, and Deacons. Dr. Lightfoot, 
Bishop of Durham, one of the most learned 
divines of modern times, has shown that 
there can be no doubt that Episcopacy, as 
we have it now, was everywhere the rule 
without exception before the death of St. 
John. This threefold system of the minis- 
try we believe to be a Divine institution, 
because adopted by the inspired apostles, 
and to be enacted to the true and full being 
of the church lounded by our Lord. The 
qualifications of a faithful ministry were 
thus dwelt upon, showing tho deep 
importance involved and how neces- 
sary the sympathy and prayers of 
Christian people towards those engaged in 
ministering to the spiritual welfare of fel- 
bw men. Even St. Paul often urged prayer 
for himself and fellow workers: " Brethren, 
pray for US." " 1'ray for me." And this 
the Church of England teaches us to do 
every day in the public service, " that the 
healthful grace of Cod's Holy Spirit may 
come down upon the bishops and clergy of 
the Church as well as upon the congrega- 
tions committed to their charge." At the 
four limber seasons, also, special prayer for 
a week is offered to Almighty God — "Give 
thy Grace, we humbly beseech thee, to all 
those who are to be called to any ollieo and 
administrations in the Church, and so re- 
plenish them with the truth of thy doctrine 
ai-,d endue them with innocency ot life, that 
they may faithfully serve before Thee, to 
the glory of thy great name, and the benefit 
of thy holy Church." 

' 'And surely you," suid the Bishop, "must 
feel a prayerful interest when one whom you 
know, and who is ono of tho clergy of this 
cathedral, is about to bo ordained a priest 
in this church on Tuesday next, when inter- 
est and sympathy will be best shown 
by your attendance and hearty par- 
ticipation in the solemn service of ordin- 
ation, b there not also a very special 
reason for your prayers in reference to the 
election about lo be made of a chief pastor 
to take the position which has only been im- 
perfectly filled these many years past. Rend 
over, dear brethren and sisters, the conso- 
c ation service of a Bishop, in your prayer 
books, and there learn how much, how very 
much, is required of whoever is called to the 
important office, and how eminent he should 
be in very varied qualifications for tho high 
Office of watching and i tiling over the eccles- 
iastical and spiritual interests of a diocese. 

"And not only for the single diocese, but 
the Bishop of the Anglican Church has to 

take part in the higher organizations of the 

Church Catholic, such as Provincial and 
Lambeth Synods. Through the episcopate 
the doctrine and unity of the Church is con- 
served, and for this correspondence and 
united action usually tlu.se priests only are 
selected for the oflico who have become 
marked out for promotion by striking quali- 
fications and eminent service to the Church. 
My dear friends, sorry «s I am to leave you, 
but believing it best for you that I should 
do eo, I yet naturally feel tho deepest in- 
terest and anxiety in this matter. 1 should 
liko to see the new Bishop, who may be 
called upon hero nt an early day to Metro- 
politan dignity, holding a high position not 
only in the estimation of the Bishops of 
British America, but in that of the mother 
church of. England, the United States and 
elsewhere, And if in answer to earnest 



prayer made continually to God by the 
faithful members of tho church, a wise and 
careful courso, as wo have every reason to 
expect, bo taken by the electing Synod, I 
have every confidence there will ho ero a 
few months aro passed a great encourage 
incut and blessed revival of the work of 
God in this Diocoae of British Columbia."

The divorce suit of Russell v. Russell was 
continued yesterday in the Supreme Court, 
before Mr. Justice Crease. Mr. Thornton 
Fell appeared for the petitioner, Hon. C. E.

THE ROYAL COMMISSION. 

Tho proceedings of tlio Royal Commission 
which commenced its sittings yesterday, 
will bo most interesting to Lho people of 
this province. The visitation of tho small- 
pox last summer was the cause of con- 
Biderable lo^s and great anxiety to~~thc 
population of both town and country. 
Could that visitation have been prevented? 
Wcro tho moans used hy the Dominion 
oilieials sufficient to keep tho smallpox or 
any other contagious iliseaso out of the 
province? Did the quarantine authorities 
do their duty, and did they act as their in- 
structions required '; These are questions 
which British Columbians generally; and 
Victorians in particular, would liko to see 
clearly and definitely answered. 

The enquiries of the Commission will 
have a very important bearing on tho pre- 
servation of tho health of the people of the 
province in the future. It will, of course, 
be satisfactory to know how tlio smallpox 
was allowed to got a foothold in the pro- 
vinco with a view of getting reparation 
done for tho damage that faulty 
administration caused in the past ; 
hut tho knowledge will bo much 
moro valuable if it is used to 
remedy defects known to exist, and to 
prevent tlio recurrence of a similar visita- 
tion. If the Commissiou find, as wo have 
no doubt it will find, how tho diseaso whs 
permitted to get into tho province, and if it 
is able to point out tho weak places in the 
quarantine regulations and tho deficiency of 
quarantine appliances and arrangements, it 
will have performed a service to '.'the pro- 
vince of very great value. Every mail 
from the West shows us that the danger is 
not past. Smallpox is endemic in the cities 
of China, and tho cholera is even now rag- 
ing in some of them. Every steamer that 
crosses the Pacific is liable to bring over 
with it either or both of these dreadful 
diseases in some form or other. 
It is, therefore, necessary that the 
utmost vigilance should bo used by 
tho authorities, and that tho quarantine 
station bo put in an effective condition, 
Tho authoritative report of the Royal Com- 
missioners will no doubt have the effect of 
inducing the authorities in Ottawa to do 
what the law requires them to do to pre- 
vent tho introduction of diseaso by means 
of ocean steamships and other vessels. 

The Commission will be able to do good 
service — to resolve some doubts and to cor- 
rect many mistakes — by enquiring into the 
way in which the diseaso was treated after 
it did get a foothold in the province. It is 
not for us to anticipate what tlio report 
will be, but we have no doubt that it will 
be able and impartial and that it will con- 
tain much valuable information. 



GUESSES OR CALCULATIONS? 

Lively politicians in tho United States 
are complaining that the campaign is ex- 
ceedingly dull and that the advocates of 
b-)th tho candidates aro listless and half- 
hearted. One of the reasons for this dul- 
ness of which they complain, is that the 
iasuc3 of the election aro not personal, very 
little, indeed, comparatively speaking, is 
said about the candidates, and a good ileal 
about the. questions ou which the people aro 
to decide. Those questions require thought 
or their consideration. The man who 
tries to find cut whether high protection or 
a tiriff for revenue only, is bent for his 
country is not helped by demonstrations of 
any kind, and is not very much disposed to 
join iu a hurrah for any candidate. He has 
to think and enquire, and often tho result of 
his thinking and enquiring leaves him very 
much bewildered. He hardly knows what 
to think or how to decide and consequently 
he has no enthusiasm to spare for either 
uidc. 

Beside?, neither of the candidates ia what 
is called a popular man. Each is voted for 
becauso ho represents a principle, not be- 
cause tlio voter lias any particular liking far 
him. This absence of partisan feeling makes 
t difficult to decide how tlio campaign is 
going. Of courso extreme men on both 
aides express themselves sure of success, 
but tho moderate men are by no means 
sanguine. There is always an " if " in the 
calculations, which shows how largo tlio 
element of uncertainty is, and which pro- 
vents tho outsider placing auy great de- 
pendence on the party predictions. 

The states arc classed for each side as 



" trnre " and " doubtful." Tho calculation 
is made by giving tho candidate all tlio 
" sure " stutos of his party, and then ap- 
portioning the doubtful states so as to give 
tho sido which the calculator favors a 
majority. For instance, a calculation be- 
fore us gives Cleveland 15D sure votes, and 
Harrison 183. Tho victorious candidate 
must get ut least L'J.'l voles, as the total 
votes of the Electoral College is 444. Ac- 
cording to this calculation Cleveland must 
get 01 votes from the doubtful states, and 
Harrison -10. The calculation says i "If 
Cleveland gots tho 150 above, half of the 
vote of Michigan and the (ili from tlio 
doubtful states of Now York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Indiana, ho will have a 
total of 2'.i'2 votes, and ho could lo.illy afford 
to lose Connecticut or New Jersey, but ho 
must have one of them." So much for tho 
Democratic prospect. 

Now for the Republican forecast. If 
Harrison, in addition to the 183 votes counted 
sure, gots New York and one of the other three 
States specially regarded xvi fighting ground, 
ho will win. Or if he lost Kansas and Ne- 
braska, counted as sure— eighteen votes — 
and carried ull the others as well as New 
York, Jersey, Connecticut and Indiana, ho 
would have 231 votes, and could afford to 
lose Connecticut. In these calculations no 
account is taken of the new .Stutes, Idaho, 
Wyoming and Montana, which have never 
voted at a presidential election. 

Our readers can see that the political 
arithmetician who mudo iheso calculations 
was by no means certain that his results 
were accurate, In fact his calculations 
were not calculations at all, but guesses, 
The truth seems to be that it is impossible 
for any American politician, no matter how 
well informed ho may be, to do anything 
hotter or more reliable than to guess at the 
result of the election, There are no data for 
a calculation. No one oan even yet make 
anything more than a surmise as to how 
New York will go. All appear to agree 
that it will be the pivot State, but in what 
direction it will turn, or is likely to turn, 
is even at this late day a mystery. 

THE WISE COURSE. 

Tho Toronto Empire, which is supposed 
to bo in tlio confidence of tho Government 
ami to express its opinions on all political 
subjects of importance, bus expressed itself 
emphatically and fully on the subject of the 
Manitoba school question. It says in its 
Leading article of the Stli inst. : 

Tho only safe ground which can bo 
taken by the Dominiojl in regard to legis- 
lation of tho Provinces on subjects com- 
mitted to l hem by (he Confederation Act, 
and which is kept within I heir rights under 
the constitution, is that of iion-interfeience. 
That was the doctrine laid down when it 
was sought to get tho Dominion to inter- 
fere with Quebec in the matter of the 
Jesuits' Estates Act, and, despite the strong 
feeling which was aroused amongst a por- 
tion of the Protestant population, that 
stand was properly adhered to. Now, in 
turn, our Roman Catholic friends aro press- 
ing for interference, but if they will stop 
to consider it, they will see that lho same 
rule is tho proper one iu their 
case also, and that to break away from it 
opens possibilities which they would pro- 
bably be the first to deplore. We have 
always conceded that the strong feeling 
they are manifesting is quite natural, con- 
sidering the circumstances under which the 
Manitoba School Law was passed, but they 
had every facility afforded them to prose- 
cute their appeal to the highest court in the 
Empire, and, now that the decision has 
gone against them, they should endeavor to 
make the best of the situation. Instead of 
seeking for redress in a quarter where tho 
difficulties in the way arc practically insur- 
mountable, they should turn to the prov- 
ince which has power to deal with the mat- 
ter, and we have faith enough in the people 
of any of our provinces to believe that when 
excitement calms down, if a genuine case of 
injustice is made out, Protestants as well as 
Catholic) will eventually see that tho in- 
justice is not perpetuated. 

We are glad to see tho leading Conserva- 
tive newspaper of the Dominion expressing 
itself in this way. The course which it re- 
commends will, we are quite sure, if fol- 
lowed, be found to be the best from every 
point of view, liy taking it the constitu- 
tional lights of the different provinces will 
be respected. Thero is not a province of 
the Dominion that would not bitterly resent 
any infringement of its constitutional juris- 
diction hy the Federal Government. There 
is no member of the Confederation so sensi- 
tive ou this point as tho Province of Quebec, 
and it is the only one which, it teems, is 
desirous to have the Dominion Government 
interfere with Manitoba in this matter of. 
public education. Besides it is hard to see 
what good interference could do if tho 
Federal Government wished to interfere. 
It would hardly lie expected that 
the people of Manitoba would n st 
contented if a sy.stem of education 
of which the majority of them did not 
approve, weio forced upon them by the 
Dominion Government. The agitation 
which would follow such an exercise of 
power would bo most bitter and most in- 
tense, and it would not be confined to 
Manitoba. 

It seems to us that even thoso who be- 
lieve tho minority in Manitoba to bo harshly 
and unfairly treated must seo that any at- 
tempt on the part of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to interfere on their behalf would, 
from their own point of view, do moio 
harm than good. 

It has been said by somo that if it is

impossible to obtain "remedial legislation " 
from the Dominion Parliament favorable to 
tho minority, tho supporters of separato 
schools iii Manitoba might be aided by being 
granted part of tho proceeds of .J ho sale of 
school lands held by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, Tho Empire shows that this cannot 
bo done, for that Government has nothing 
whatever to do with tho moneys realized 
from tho sale of school lands except to 
hand them over to the Government 
of the province. It quotes sub-section .'1 
of section 25 of lho Dominion Lands Act in 
support of the position it takes. That pro- 
vision of the law reads as follows : 

"All moneys from time to time realized 
from the sale- of school lauds shall be in- 
vested in securities of Canada, to form a 
school fund, and tho interest arising there- 
from, after deducting tlio cost of manage- 
ment, shall be paid annually to tho Govern- 
ment of the Province or Territory within 
which liiieh lands aro situated, towards the 
support of public schools therein: and the 
moneys so paid shall be distributed for that 
purpose by the Government of such Pro- 
vince or Territory iu such manner BS it 
deems expedient.'' 

It is seen from this that it is tho Pro- 
vincial and not the Dominion Government, 
which is entrusted with the administration 
of the money obtained from tho salo of 
school lands. Tho Empire thinks that 
thero is no chance of getting the law 
changed so that the fund may be diverted 
to the support of separate schools, 

Wo see that tho enemies of Canada are in 
hopes that this Manitoba School question is 
the beginning of an agitation which will in 
time break up the Confederation, but the 
wise course taken by the Dominion Govern- 
ment will, wo aro convinced, disappoint the 
traitors at homo and the mischief-makers 
abroad. 



CONTRADICTORY DECISIONS' 

The. action of the Alleghany County Grand 
Jury has excited the surprise of thinking 
people in the United States. Under the 
direction of Chief Justice l'axson, it found 
true bills against the Homestead Advisory 
Committee and several of tho rioters, for 
treason ; it also, without direction from the 
Chief Justice, brought in true hills against 
H. C. l'riek (Carnegie's manager), Robert 
Pinkertos, and several others who exerted 
themselves in protecting tho Carnegie prop- 
erty, and in resisting the rioters, for con- 
spiracy, riot and murder. The prosecutor 
is Hugh Ross, one of the strikers, against 
whom thero ia a counter charge of murder, 
treason, conspiracy and aggravated riot. 
The indictments of the Grand J ury are curi- 
ously contradictory. According to them the 
men who took possessionof the Carnegie mills 
and by violence prevented both tho owners 
and the officers of the law from entering 
them, were guilty of tho crime of treason, 
and the men who resisted tho traitors and 
helped the owners to regain possession of 
their property were guilty of conspiracy 
and murder. It will puzzle even a Phila- 
delphia lawyer to show that both the 
strikers and tho servants of the owners of 
tho mills arc criminals, Certainly, if the 
Grand Jury is right, the Chief Justice must 
be wrong. It will be interesting to watch 
the progress of these trials. It is often said 
that the laws of the United States are good 
enough but that their administration is 
most defective.

PARISIAN JOTTINGS. 

Tho Panama Canal Scandal Serious— belaud 
Stanford tit Ali— Penaltles.for 
Deputies. 

PaBIS, Oct. 10.— This has been a lively 
week. A ministerial crisis is inevitable 
from various csusos which havn already 

been pointed out, such us tho Carmaux 
strikes and the Franco-Swiss treaty. Then 
there is the trial of the Panama canal 
people, which will bring forth 
great scandals. Great efforts are 
being made by politicians to avoid 
the trial, but the judges ond above all Pro- 
curers Quesnay and Boaurepairo, who ap- 
peared in the aelebrated Boulanger trial, in- 
sist that tho trial must go on. Through 
the Journal de Debate it is learned that the 
politicians, deputies and senators have 
touched the commission's money; it is said 
that more than 400 persons uro involved, 
and ure fully ulivo to the importance of tho 
scandal, which must react upon tho Foreign 
Department. 

•Senator Leland Stanford has been bath- 
ing at Aix and resting quietly in Swiss val- 
leys all summer, lie bus had all sorts of 
baths and treatment at Aix. His hearing 
bus not been improved, but ho walks bet- 
ter. Still he shuflles his feet slowly, and 
liko a sick man requires ussistuneo when 
entering a carriage, The doctor assures 
him that his locomotion will gradual- 
ly como hack. His medical mini says : 
" The bulk of Senator Stanford's property 
is invested in Southern Pacific railway 
stock and is now worth .'17 to US cents, but 
I expect to see it, with an increase of divi- 
dend, go to par within three years. This 
will accrue to the endowment of tho uni- 
versity at Palo Alto which ho built to tho 
memory of his son. It is to Leland Stan- 
ford university that all tho Stanford mil- 
lions will eventually go. Tim demands 
keep pace with the work." Stanford 
added; "Hut I am glad of it. It gives 
1110 a chance to carry those plans with the 
Success of which 1 desire that my name 
and works shall best bo known. I have 
been impressed with the fact that of all th 
young men who come to me with letters of 
introduction from friends in tho Hast the 
most helpless class arc college young men. 
They come from those 1 would liko to 
oblige. They are generally prepossessing 
in appearance and of good stock, but 
when they seek employment and I 
ask them what they can do; all 
they can say is 'anything.' They have 
no specific aim, no definite purpose. 

"It is to overcome that condition, to give 
an education which shall not have that re- 
sult, which I hope will be tho aim of this 
university. The equipment and faculty I 
desire shall be second to none in tho world. 
Its capacity to give a practical, not a the- 
oretical, education ought to be accordingly 
foremost." 

PARIS, Oct. 10 —Several deputies have 
resolved to support in the chamber a meas- 
ure lining absent members 10 francs a day.

To the EDITOR : — I have liad my atten- 
tion called to a letter in your issue of Fri- 
day last and one thia morning (Sunday) 
signed rcspootirely "Microbe" ami "Uhoali- 
ire." It appears that tho term "chemlottl 
works, 1 has much the same tll'ect upon your 
correspondents U3 a red rag is popularly 
supposed to have upon n bull, and they im- 
mediately ru»h into print without making 
the slightest inquiry in the matter. Now, 
I need scarcely say, tho term "chemical 
works" is a very wide one, and is made to 
iucludc, besides establishmentsfor the manu- 
facture of acids, alkalies, and general chemi- 
cals, also soap, «lass, bleaching, y.ine, cop- 
per, dye, parchment paper works, and n 
hundred and one other industries which are 
necessary and bring wealth to every civil 
ized community; all these works uro not 
equally injurious nor do they put out tho 
same gases into the air; therefore, I think, 
it would have been well for your corre- 
spondents to have ascertained whether the 
bodies wo propose to manufacture belong 
to llio class of injurious works or not, with- 
out, of course, thoy assume wo are about to 
make tho whole lot; as a matter of fact we 
intend to make mineral acids, and in Eng- 
land our works would bo classed under the

"alkali makers," as vitriol is largely used 
in tbo manufacture of sod* ash by the Le- 
bane process, and the only injurious gas our 
works would emit at all is sulphur dioxide — 
the gas obtained by burning sulphur in air 
or oxygen. I can assure your readers we 
should not be able to lose much of this (to 
us) valuable gas, for considering tho price 
of sulphur we should be puttiug dollars up 
our stack in place of down our pockets; at 
the present moment far more sulphur is be- 
ing emitted in Victoria from the combus- 
tion of coal than would be lost by a number 
of large vitriol works. "Cheshire" men- 
tions the ease of works at Runcorn, un- 
fortunately I have no actual figures for 
Runcorn, but at St. Helen's, about 9 miles 
away, which is certainly one of the 
largest ohemicil manufacturing centres in 
the world, Mr. Fletcher the government 
inspector has calculated the sulphur dioxide 
escaping amounts to: — 

From fire gnaesli.o. coal (Ires). .SO!) torn per week 

" Copper works i'Sn 

" Glass works 18.) ' 

" Alkali works 25 

Or out of a total of 8,786 tons per week 01 
per cent was due to coal and only per cent 
was due to alkali works. Again, at Stolberg, 
near Aachen, on a superficial area of 1,000 
acres L'20 chimneys daily emit 31.S tons of 
sulphur dioxide from coal, 51 tons from /.inc 
and glass works, and only a half ton, or, to 
bo quite accurate, 4S0 kilogs, A. \V. Hof- 
mann stales (Report 1,862, p. 15) ever\, at 
that timo at least 10,000 tons of sulphur 
were contained in the Loudon gas. 

As regards the injury done by this gas, a 
large number of observations have been 
made by Stockhart at Zwickau (Wagner: 
Jahresh, 1874, p. "2S. According to him 
a distance of G.'IO metres (091) yards) pro- 
tects even tho most sensitive vegetation 
against the effect of large volumes of sulphur 
vapor if they escape from a chimney even 
S'2 feet high. As regards my own experience, 
I lodged, up to the time of my leaving Eng- 
land, at Clayton, Manchester, the heart of 
a chemical manufacturing district, and 
there no difficulty in growing plants in tho 
front gardens was experienced. I could, if 
space permitted, give more figures, but I 
think I have said enough to show that at 
least the class of works to which ours belong 
are quite harmless; beside;, what compar i- 
son can there be drawn between the plant 
which a new country like British Columbia 
could possibly support and a district like 
St. Helen's, whore -1 10,000 tons of acid are 
annually put into the air, and further, I 
should like to ask your readers what im- 
portance can be attached to persons like 
" Cheshire," who make the most random 
and absurd statements, and would kill 
every new industry they are unable to 
understand, 

"Microbe" raises the question of suit- 
ability of Bite. We are erecting our works 
near Messrs. Brackman & Ker's mill; the 
prevailing winds nre from the south-west 
so that should we lose a large amount of in- 
jurious gas it could do but little injury, us 
it would first have to cros3 the harbor, and 
then strike tho Indian reservation, where it 
possibly may kill some "microbes," but as 
regards the vegetation there, I will be re- 
sponsible for all damage. 

In conclusion, I think if our manufactory 
should have the poisonous effect attributed 
to it by your correspondents "Microbe" 
and "Cheshire," it might not bo air unmixed 
evil but rather a blessing, for it would most 
certainly kill all the microbes, germs and 
other organisms of tho lowest kinds; yea! 
even tho good effects would be felt for a dis- 
tance of IS miles.

A BY-LAW 

To provide for the assessment ot Heal Pro- 
perty benefited by Locul Improve- 
ments. 



WHEREAS It Is provided in tiro Municipal Act 
of 1302 lhat llio Council of n city municipality 
may pass by-laws for assessing real property 
benefited by certain classes of local improve- 
ments ; 

And whereas it. is expedient that tho provi- 
sions of buirl Act in respect to such local Im- 
provements should bo applied lo tho city of 
Victoria: "- — . 

Therefore, tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poral ion of tho said city enacts as follows : 

I. The cost of constructing tire works and im- 
provements mentioned in section i(73 of the 
Municipal Act 1802 and tho subjections thereof 
shall bo assessed, levied and collected by 
means of a special rate for local Improvements 
upon the real property boneflftd thereby. 

•2. Tho said Municipal Council may by reso- 
lution determine and specify what work or im- 
provements it is desirable I o have carried out. 

3. On tbo passage, of such resolution, and 
after it shall have boon entered In the minutes 

of tbo Council, coriies thereof shall bo trans- 
mitted by tire Clerk to tiro Cily Engineer and 
city Assessor. 

4. On tho rdcelpt by tho City Engineer of a 
copy of the sfiitl resolution, It shall Ijo his duty 
to proceed at once lo ascertain the said wor ks 
or improvements and tu make, and certify as 
correct, a plan and description thereof, and 
to make an estimate of tho oxponses or 
cost thereof, nuil lo ascertain; determine and 
show on said plan what real pro- 
perty will be immediately benellled 
by tho proposed improvements, and the 
City Engineer and City Assessor shall 
after such plan has been made, and ocrtyied, 
conjointly ascertain ami determine tho propor- 
tions in which tho assessment is to bo made on 
tlie various portions of tho real property so 
benefited, and snail make a joint report of all 
such matters to the said Council, which report, 
when approved of and adopted by the said 
Council, shall be entered by the City Clerk In a 
book to bo kept for that purported to be called 
the "Local Improvement Book," and a copy of 
t ho plan aforesaid shall bo mailu by tho said 
Engineer and lUed lu the olllee of tho City 
Clerk. 

5. The said report of the City Engineer arid 
Assessor shall stale: 

(k) What, real property will be immediately 
benellled by llio proposed improvements, 

(61 The prob-ible lifetime of tiro improve- 
ments. 

(c) An estimate of the probable cost of the 
proposed improvement sand tho amount thereof 
which will bo assessed against the property iru 
mediately benefited. 

|d) The proportions in which the assessment 
Is to be niaiio on the various portions Of tho reul 
properly so benefited, 

(1. It shall be llie duty of iho Sanitary or Sew 
erago KiiKinecr. when so authorized by n 
resolution of the Council to perforin the 
duties BOt forth in this by-law as being required 
of the City Knglncer. 

7. In ascertaining and determining tho cost 
Of la} ing, making, enlarging, or constructing or 
prolonging any common sewer, the said 
city Engineer and Assessor shall estimate tho 
cost of tiie construction of branch sewei.s 
to the lino of the street and include 
tho cost of Buch branch sewers in 
eit hunting tin; assessment for such i-ewers, or 
common sowers and reporting to the Council 
then on. 

S. In any case where in order to nllord nn 
outlet for tho sewerageand drainage of real 
property, other than that fronting or abutting 
upon a HUect In which a sewer is or is proposed

12. lu esse when it Is the duly of tho En- 
glnei r and Assessor lo ascertain and determine 
the proportion of as->08siuunt ronoe il impiove- 
meats, winks and services on corner Iocs, tri- 
angular or other irrogular shaped pieces of 
lanu situated at tho liuersec'Jons or Junctions

vided in the following section, caUBO the said 
roportora necessary purl thereof, Or any other 
BUflioient notice describing tho nature of llio 
proposed improvement and Iho assessment 
proposed lo bo levied therefor, to be inserted in 
at least one newspaper published in the munici- 
pality for a period of lifleen days.

17. If within Hiich period of lifleen days, as 
aforesaid, any petition is presented against any 

improvement orassor-smont of which notice has 
been duly advertised, as provided, It shall bo 
the duty of the AsseuMir lo ascrlnlir and fin- 
ally del ormino in accordance with Sub-BOOtlon 
20, of Section ^7.'), of tho Municipal "Act, 1892, 
and reporl lo the council whether the 
Biiid polition l i signed by a majority of 

thu owners ot such real property, represent- 
ing at least ono-hulf irr value ot said real I ro- 



port.y and to certify his finding upon tho said 
petition, arid to report tho name to llio Council. 

13. Should such petition as aforesaid not be 
presented to tlio Council, or should the Assessor 
cortify on any petition that may liavo been 
presented that said petition is not signed by a 
majority of tho owners of such real property as 
may bo all'ected by thoproposedlmprovomonts, 
and representing one-lmlf in value of such 
property, then and in each case tho Council 
shall proceed with the proposed improvements 
under such terms and conditions as lo tho pay- 
ment of the cost of sirth Improvement os tho 
Council may by by-law D that behalf regulate 
and determine. 

111. -Section 1 of tho Street l!y-Law is hereby 
amended by striking out the words "graded 
constructed" in tho llrst lino thereof. 

L'O Any by-law or by laws conialr ing nny 
provlslon or provisions which may bo, or which 
nro inconsistent with or repugnant to tho pro 5 
visions of this by-law Is arid are hereby re- 
pelled in so far only as the same are ho incon- 
sistent or repugnant, but not othorwlso so as 
that full force and ellect shall bo given to thu 
provisions of tills By-Law.

WrtKRKAS, the Council are empowered by 
tho Municipal Act 1SII2 to settle, impose and

A BY-LAW 

Respecting tiro expenditure of the Munici- 
pal Revenue for the year 



rTTHEREAS it is expedient to provide an 
VV additional Bum of money to moot tho re- 
quirements Of tho Hoard of Health; Be it 
therefore enacted by the Council of the Cor- 
poration of t he City of Viotoiia as follows : 

1. In addition to llie amounts author- 
ized by tho KslimntCB by-law, 1892, nnd the 
Supplementary Estimates By-law, lstt', for the 
purposaof the Board of Health; it shall bo 
lawful to pay out of corporate funds Buch sums 
ot money not. however, exccodlr.g aadltlonally 
In the aggregate the sum of thirty five 'thou- 
sand dollars, as may be authorized from time 
to time by resolution of the Council of llio Cor- 
poral ion for expenses in connection with the 
Hoard of Health. Provided that before mak- 
ing the payments the Auditor bus marked his 
Initials against the total amount of the Vou- 
chor to certify toils correctness, nnd that the 
C-uricil have authorized the payment and 
that tho sums paid and authorized are not in 
the aggregate In excess ef the sums appropria- 
ted by the Council for the Service. 

2. It shall, however, be lawful to pay to nny 
person who has been employed ill services con- 
nected with the Hoard of Health and who has 
been discharged or left the employ of tho Cor- 
poration ; such sums of money as may bo duo.

Colonist several weeks ago. Tho main 
object for which the company hus been 
brought into existence is to tako advantage 
of the charms which Plumper's Pass pre- 
sents to the summer tourist, urtist, sports- 
man or angler, »* the same timo utilizing 
the magnificent farm of Mr. Mawdesley, 
famous all over tho province for its dairy, 
orchard and kitchen garden products, us a 
portion of the Hotel properly. 

Mr. Mawdesley, the original mover in the 
matter, has been in Victoria for several 
days, and goes home this evening, accom- 
panied by Mr. Day, of the firm of Sottle <fc 
Day, architects. They have the plans for 
the various buildings in hand now, and will 
present them complete to the company 
next week, so that construction will com- 
mence with tho new year and tho hotel he 
ready for guests by May Day. 

The grounds are well chosen, comprise 
138 acres close to the lighthouse, and 
ootnmiud the choicest views of water 
and mountain to be had anywhere 
in the neighborhood. Looking to the north 
the eye travels over the shimmering Straits 
and Gulf, studded with islets clothed in 
living green, far and away until the abrupt 
head of Texada shuts out the distant hori- 
zon. On the front are the lust pictures of 
the Pass, with the constantly moving ship- 
ping of the province. Everywhere the pros- 
pect is a pleasing one. 

It is intended to place tho new hotel upon 
Point Comfort, a convenient elevation about 
f>0 yards from the shore and facing a pretty, 
land-locked bay, where a wharf will be at 
once built to accommodate the daily steam- 
ers. The sandy beach is just the thing for 
popularizing bathing, and the boat house, 
Well equipped, is already there. Sea baths, 
bathing houses, etc., will bo immediately 
constructed. 

Of the hotel itself, it is perhaps prema- 
ture to suy very much. It will he upon the 
plan of an old-fashioned English country 
inn — such a building as poets love to de- 
scribe and artists to picture. Exterior and 
interior decorations and approaches— all will 
tell of the long ago. The house, complete 
and ready for the recep:iou of guests, will 
cost about $15,000 ; and yet it is not to ha 
a large or even pretentious building. It will 
have a large dining room, suitable for en- 
tertainments, dances, etc. ; thirty bedrooms 
and a proper number of pitrlors, sitting 
rooms, etc. 

The table will be well looked after, the 
products of the farm being made an especial 
feature, and everything that the dairy, 
orchard and garden afford being liberally 
provided. 

On the grounds special attention will be 
bestowed, walks anil drivel being provided, 
but Nature's work being in tho main lift 
" unimproved." There will bo three tennis 
courts, tin archery court — something now in 
Pr'.tish Columbia, a lacrosse ground, and 
a little later on, a first-elans bowling alley. 

Point Comfort being ei|iii distant from 
Victoria, Vancouver and Westminster, and 
only about three hours' journey from each, 
the new pleasure resort should soon gain 
popularity as ono of the nicest, places in tho 
country to spend a ddy or a week of tho 
hot weather, and then, to", tho shooting 
and fishing are "immense.'' A Bteam 
launch will he kept always ready for the 
use of guestH, and with the promise that all 
steamers will it p a', their wharf, tho hotel 
projectors, even before ground has been 
broken, feel themselves upon the high road 
to success. 

BtrlclureH on Hie Prince. 

London - , Oct. 12. — The fact that tho 
Prince of Wales absented himself from ths 
funeral of Tennyson and attended tho New- 
market races is provoking considerable 
comment. His action is especially dilated 
upon by tho Radical journals, Htsabsence 

from Westminster would have been less re- 
marked upon but for tho fact that not a 
Bingle royal personage was present at tho 
funeral.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oct. 17.— The corporation of 
Richmond camo very nearly being seized for 
debt on Saturday, all on account of a China- 
man. A dredge was hauled through a 
Chinaman's garden. Ho claimed $300 dam- 
ages and gut judgment. Reeve Scxsinith 
declined to sign a cheque on the ground that 
the amount should not come out of the vil- 
lage funds. Reeve Sexsmith is said to have 
strained business relations with the Council, 
and the Council retaliated by authorizing 
Mr. Kidd, Chairman of Finance, to 
sign their checks. In tho meantime 
the Chinaman got a writ of execution from 
the Supreme Court on the corporation, and 
the sheriff presented the demand to Mr. 
Kidd. Mr. Kidd signed u check for the 
amount on tho Dank of British North 
America, but the manager of tho bank 
would not pay on the grounds that it was 
not properly signed. The sheriff threatened 
to seize the village books and levy a Bpecial 
tax, but tho banker was inexorable. The 
sheriff gave the bank until Saturday to pay 
tho amount, and on that day the credit of 
the village was saved by the bank manager 
honoring the check. 

Rev. Dr. Nourse lectured in aid of the 
Y.M.C.A., on Saturday. Tho Association 
lost money on the venture. Tho talented 
orator was to have preached in the Congre- 
gational church on Sunday morning and 
Homer street Methodist in the evening, but 
was prevailed on by the Y.M.C.A. to 
cancel these engagements and lecture on 
Sunday evening, in the Opera House, at 
half-past eight, to enable them to recoup 
themselves at 'J5 cents a head. The sub- 
ject was Dr. Jevkll and Mr. 
llydo applied to real life. Tho lecture 
was announced from the pulpits in the city. 
The lecture was not of a religious nature, 
and tho action of the V. M. 0. A. is rather 
severely criticised. 

J. A* Cope has been arrested for an 
alleged attempt to shoot his wife. Cope's 
arm, with tho revolver in it, was held by a 
neighbor, Mrs. Price, who was attrrcted by 
Mrs. Cope's screams, until the police came. 

The O. P. R. have arranged for a steamer 
to ply on the Okanagan lake.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Oct. 17. — The an- 
nual meeting of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union of British Columbia 
convenes here on Wednesday morning. 
Many delegates are expected.

ception of tho work. 

Most of the boats will be withdrawn from 
tho river this week, the cohoe run being 
about ended. 

Iu tho County Criminal Court to-day, 
John J. Bell, a young Vancouver burglar, 
came up for sentence. Mr. Leamy, for the 
Crown, pressed for a severe sentence, as 
the prisoner was the leader of a gang of 
young thieves in Vancouver, who have 
caused great trouble to tho authorities 
Bell was sentenced to three years in the 
penitentiary. Alexander McDonald, Bell's 
confederate, who is barely 15 years old, was 
sentenced to three months in jail and to 
five years' detention in the reforma- 
tory at Victoria. W. A. McDonald, 
for burglary at Yale, was sentenced 
to six months at hard labor. ,7. McMillan, 
for mutilating cattle at Langley, was sen- 
tenced to seven months with hard labor. 

Only one mattress was laid at the mouth 
of the river last week, owing to tho un- 
favorable weather.

I'll.or HAY. 

Pilot Bay, Oct. If. — Mr. Hamilton 
Byers, Manager of the Galena Trading Com- 
pany, returned from Victoria on Monday. 
Mr. Myers is arranging to lay in a largo and 
varied stock of goods to meet the require- 
ments of tho next six mouths, during the 
greater part of which he may bo cut off 
from connection with the rest of the Domin- 
ion, though it is hoped that the 
route out through Bonner's Ferry 
may bo kept open much longer than 
usual. Tho recent heavy lines inflicted 
by the customs department have seriously 
curtailed the buying powers of the mer- 
chants of the district generally, and the 
Galena Trading company having a large 
working capital, will be enabled to supply 
any deficiencies. Several thefts have taken 
place from the cellars of the company, which 
have twice been broken open. The appoint- 
ment of a magistrate and constable here ap- 
pears to be necessary for the maintenance of 
that wholesome respect for the prompt ad- 
ministration of the law which Americans 
admit makes itself more surely effective in 
this country than in the United States. 

The extent of the Works of the Kootonay 
Lake Reduction Co. is somewhat deceptive 
in regard to the number of men employed. 
The last pay list, on 5th inst., showed no 
fewer than 85 men on the works, and Dr. 
Hendryx states tint at least 50 will be re- 
tained throughout t he winter. The framing 
timbers for III" sampling room are now nearly 
completed. This building will cover an 
area of Pit) feet by 120 feet, and will be con- 
structed with brick in the same solid man- 
ner as the rest of. the buildings. Two of 
tho boilers have been set Up, and will be 
utilized for generating steam for heating 
the boarding house and other buildings dur- 
ing the winter. 

Dr. Hendryx is making considerable ad- 
ditions to his house, and the Cockle Bros, 
have built for him a safe and serviceable 
boat for rough weather. It is of sheet iron, 
rivettcii throughout. He is leaving almost 
immediately for Victoria. 

Mr. Kellio, M.P.P., spent some time hero 
this week, and is now addressing his con- 
stituents elsewhere in the district. A strong 
feeling is manifested against the alleged in- 
justice and inutility of the present mining 
laws, especially as regards tho limitation of 
claims by side lines ; tho unnecessary size 
of claims, amounting to fifty acres each; the 
trouble caused by the non-detinition of 
boundaries of so large an extent of land J 
and the facilities given by the Mineral 
Acts for "freezing out" the minority of 
stockholders in a cliiim who may happen 
to he unable to put up their share of 
expenditure incurred on tho authority ol 
the majority. It is regretted that Mr. 
Kellie does not appear to be able to give 
more effective utterance to the wants of his 
constituents; but it is hoped that members 
generally, and especially those representing 
other mining districts, will take tins matter 
into consideration with a view to affording 
rjlief before next season commences, 

A general hospital for the district is a 
necessity in view of the actual and prospec- 
tive increase of population and the adoption 
of machinery in the working of the mines. 
The site for this hospital should, of course, 
bo as central as possible, and tqui-distaut

Mr. V. G. Little, the superintendent of 
the reclamation works on the Kootonay 
river, came in and reported that the Indians 
are making a more determined stand than 
ever against the destruction of their potato 
patches. It appears that the money settle- 
ment agreed upon by Gapt. Fitzstubba on 
the former occasion of trouble, had not yet 
been effected, and Mr. Little was waiied 
upon by Mr. Mowbray (Acting Indian 
Agent) at the head of twenty or 
thirty Indians armed with Winchesters. 
Ho was notified that tho Indians would not 
permit the works lo proceed, and that if 
any attempt was made to go on with the 
works the Indians would then ihd there 
forcibly prevent it. Not wishing to bring 
on an encounter Mr. Little decided to sus- 
pend operations, and came up to meet Mr. 
Alexander, the Manager of the Alberta & B. 
G. Exploration Go., who tire carrying out 
the works. These Indians acknowledge no 
Canadian or American nationality, but p<iss 
and repass across the boundaiy as 
they will, and this disturbance is 
fostered by the trou'de at Bonner's,
